Two letters from Rod tolker address themselves to controversies 
within an-" 1 id.th.out the pages of GRAUSTARK,, The first, an open letter 
to Gary Gygax, continues a controversy which began with the publication 
of Gygax' s anti-war poem "I'm Glad I'm Not a Soldier" in GRAUSTARK 
# 173. Walker responded 'with a' parody entitled "I'm Glad You're Not a 
Soldier" in Erehwon 3, #6. Gygax 1 s text novo was an open latter to 
Walker, printed 'in GRAUSTARK #185. The following letter, dated 5 June 
1969, is Walker's response. 

Dear Garys 

Hopefully, you will still have your dictionary open (where you've been look™ 
ing up big words to frighten ne with) and will note the difference between "parody" 
and "plagiarism". You would benefit from a bit of reading. So would we all. But 
I suggest that, in matters of history, military affairs, and politics, ny formal 
education and ray reading are both more extensive than yours, No doubt you will be- 
lieve your judgment in these areas to be mature and valid, but 1 question whether 
this is, the case. You obviously have an ax tcr grind, and people with overweening 
biases always have a blind eye and a deaf car which they can turn when it suits 
their convenience, ' 

As I said earlier, your "poen" hardly deserved the nano, lacking rhyme, motor, 
and scan, it is "free verso", a euphemism, for no verso at all. People with no 
taste and no respect for talent regard it as poetry. 

What have the opinions of Jesus got to do with anything? I' assume, by the' 
way, that you moan Jesus, the son of Joseph and putative nessinh, and not Jesus, 
the son of Sirach„ Ancient prophets ' and, charlatans of that ilk' are intrinsically 
interesting, but, they are intolerant, lacking in sophistication, and muddled thinkers, 

I did, by the way, send you a copy of my parody,, It was not returned, and I 
assumed that you got it. 

Overlooking the sophomoric sarcasms of your letter, lot's get down to the real 
i^sue. You don't like war. Big deal. Neither do I. The difference is that you 
soon to have the childish notion that war can bo stopped by some sort of mass pop- 
ular movement against it. There is only one practical way to prevent tor. That is 
to place the moans of tor (a monopoly of force) in the hands of an effective inter- 
national police agency,, Unfortunately, that would take a very long tine, - even under 
the best conditions, and such nations as China, Egypt, Cuba, South Africa, Ghana, 
Indonesia, Formosa, and some others x/ould never cooperate. It is therefore a fact 
of international life that nations will continue to resort to force. Because this 
is an option open to some, it must bp an option open to all, subject to as much in- 
ternational control and prohibition as wo can goto 

Actually, you don't really reject the idea of war entirely. I suspect that you 
and I would agree that, should a Chinese army land' in California with the avowed in- 
tention of incorporating part of the United States, our armed forces ought to re- 
sist. For that ' purpose, of course, we must have armed forces. Similarly, we would 
both agree that, wore the United States to invade Burma with the intention of mak- 
ing that nation the 5lst State, that would be a wrongful use of our arncd force 
The question, therefore, is one cf drawing a line 'sonovhero between the two ex- 
tremes, at which point it would cease to bo a policy option to use force. You and I 
would put those linos at different places, obviously. I think wo would both put the 
Vietnam situation on the "wrong" side of the line, although for different reasons. 
Ify reason is that for foreign policy objectives of the United States would have boon 
bettor served by a rapid ^ forceful, and wrongful unification of Vietnam by Ho Chi 
Minh. If you play chess, you know that the sacrifice of a pawn is often goo<ff for 
the game,
